N. Y. Police Chief Assails Nixon 


NEW YORK— Police Com- 
missioner Patrick V. Mur- 
phy accused President 
Nixon and Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell yesterday 
of doing a “disservice” to 
the nation by oversimplify- 
ing the crime problem. 

“I believe that when we 
talk about permissiveness as 
the chief cause of crime, we 
do a disservice to ourselves 
and we do a disservice to 
the nation by saying that,” 
j Murphy said. “To create 
i the impression in the minds 
of the American people that 
to eliminate permissiveness 
is to eliminate crime does 
not help us,” he said in a 
WCBS television interview.

The commission pro- 
posed what it called “a 
stratified system of coro- 
nary care,” with community 
medical facilities organ 4 ' 
into three levels-^li* 
port units, coror 
units and rep 4 
ence centers. 
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About a million Ameri- 
cans suffer heart attacks 
each year and more than 
half of them die. An unde- 
termined, but significant, 
number of those who die do 
so before reaching a hospi- 
tal and as a result of a cha- 
otic heart beat called ven- 
tricular fibrilation.
